" An act to establish a court of chancery and for other purposes," 
passed March twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and thirty-six, that 
all the certain suits and matters in chancery therein mentioned, in 
which the chancellor of this state was of counsel or interested* 
should be proceeded in by the courts " in which the same origina- 
ted ;" whereas, by an act passed on the same twenty-sixth day of 
March, eighteen hundred and thirty-six, entitled " An act to 
organize the supreme court and to establish circuit courts/' it is 
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further provided that the courts of the late territory of Michigan 
be abolished on the fourth day of July, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-six ; whereas, sundry suits in chancery, which had origina- 
ted and were pending in said territorial courts, on the said fourth 
day of July, eighteen hundred and thirty-six, remained not trans- 
ferred into the court of said chancellor, by reason that he had been 
of counsel or interested therein as aforesaid, and could not be 
further proceeded in after said fourth day of July, eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-six, in the said territorial courts, by reason of the 
abolition thereof as aforesaid ; and whereas, it is manifestly the 
intention of the constitution of this state, and of the "schedule" 
thereof, that no such suit or matter should abate, nor be disconti- 
nued, by reason of the change of government and the abolition of
